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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains that the claim limitation 
"m+n=1" is not supported by the present specification. Applicants argue that the said phrase is simply another way of saying that the 
polymer contains no other monomers. The examiner disagrees. The phrase "m+n=1" merely limits the ratio of m to n; it does not prohibit 
the presence of additional monomers. The specification only provides support for m/m+n =0.5-0.8. The new matter rejection is 
maintained. 

Further applicants argue that the Kinsho fails to anticipate a copolymer and that it would not be obvious to eliminate selected monomers of 
Kinsho to arrive at the presently claimed invention. The examiner disagrees. Kinsho clearly teaches that the third monomer is optional; 
therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to eliminate it (c.20, 1. 6-28). Kinsho clearly renders the claimed 
invention obvious. Therefore, the rejection of record is maintained.
